ITS GETTING quite warm 
and‘it won't be long before we'll 
be in hot July and the nom- 
inating conventions of the two 
old parties will be over. But if 
there is anything in the minds 
of labor leaders on what their 
15,000,000 members onght to 
do in the political campaign, I 
have. still to hear. it. - They 
either don’t know what to say, 
or what they*have to say is so 


‘indefinite or soa meaningless 


that they hesitate to talk plain 
language. 

Take, for example, Joe Cur- 
ran, president of the National 
Maritime Union and a vice- 
president.of the CIO. He writes 
in his paper that “this year 
promises to be a rough political 
year, particularly since Presi- 
dent Truman has withdrawn as 


a candidate. And yet no worker 


with any common sense can sup- 
port the present potential candi- 
dates of the Republican Party.” 

He then shows that men like 
Taft and Eisenhower are out 
of the question.

It can obvi- 
ously be either a serious drive 
for a Democratic candidate. and 
platform the workers can be 
rallied for (and by Ernst’s pre- 
scription, he’s obviously not in 
the running now) or .the work- 
ers must be provided with a 
third ticket alternative. Mr.

What are -the labor leaders 
doing, taking their own line of 
political thinking, to advance a 
man like Justice Douglas as a 
candidate?.
